First of all, we wish to express our deep feeling of loss at the death of Walter 
Small this past summer. For many years he performed the roadside work for the 
precinct, as well as many other odd jobs requested of him. He will be greatly missed. 


Eleanor Conner, our Treasurer, has chosen not to run for reelection. We extend 
our gratitude to her for nine years of meticulous and conscientious service to the 
precinct. 


John Clifford resigned as Commissioner last June and Brad Richards was 
appointed to replace him until the election at the annual meeting. 


We were able to replace sidewalk on Central Road and install snow fence on 
the north side of the Precinct Building, as planned. Also, the precinct light wiring 
on Sea Road was upgraded with new cable and any wooden poles remaining were 
replaced with fiberglass ones. Replacement of copper sheeting on the roof of the 
Precinct Building was not done due to a variety of circumstances and that money 
is still encumbered for that purpose, to be done in 1997. 


Also on the agenda for 1997 are more sidewalk repair and repair of the precinct 
building driveway. Also, we are faced with replacement of major components of the 
precinct building heating system, toward which we will expend the CRF established 
for that purpose. 


Once again, our thanks to the Rye Garden Club for their floral beauty at the 
precinct building and to the Little Boars Head Garden Club for Sea Road Circle. Due 
to the increasing traffic hazard, the circle will not, quite understandably, be done any 
longer by that group.

To the inhabitants of Rye Beach Village District, a Village District in the Town 
of Rye, organized under the provisions of Chapter 195, Sessions Law of 1905, 
amended in 1937 and 1943, qualified to vote in District affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the annual meeting of the Rye Beach District will 
be held at the Precinct Building in said District on Tuesday, the 8th of April 1997, 
at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, to act upon the following matters:

To elect a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
To elect a District Clerk for the ensuing year. 


To hear reports of the Treasurer, Auditor, Committees or Officers 
heretofore chosen, and pass any votes relating thereto. 


To elect a Commissioner for three years, a Commissioner for two 
years, a Treasurer and an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary 
for District charges for the ensuing year. 


To authorize the District Officers to raise money by District note in 
anticipation of taxes. 


To see if the District will vote to authoize the Commisioners to 
apply for, receive and expend Federal and State grants which may 
become available during the course of the year, in accordance with 
RSA 31:95-b, and also to accept and expend money from any other 
governmental unit or private source to be used for purposes for 
which the District may legally appropriate money. 


To see if the District will vote to amend the Rye Beach Zoning 
Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board, as follows: 


Additional Definitions: 

1. building: “Any structure, either temporary or permanent, having 
a roof or other covering, and designed or used for the shelter or 
enclosure of any person, animal, or property of any kind.” 


2. structure: “Any temporary or permanently constructed, erected 
or placed material or combination of materials in or upon the 


ground, including, but not limited to buildings, radio towers, sheds 
and storage bins, storage tanks, portable carports, swimming pools, 
tennis courts, parking lots, and driveways but not subsurface waste 
disposal facilities. Fences, stonewalls and driveways are structures, 
but are exempt from dimensional requirements.” 


3. dwelling, single family: “A building and accessories thereto 
principally used, designed or adapted as a single dwelling unit.” 


4. family: “A family is: (1) an individual; (2) a primary unit of two 
or more persons related by blood, marriage, or adoption; or (3) not 
more than three persons not so related; provided that in each of the 
foregoing, all persons constituting any such group are normally 
living together and sharing the same dwelling unit.” 


Amended Definition: 


5. dwelling unit: “Any building or portion thereof, occupied, in 
whole or in part, by one family residing together, permanently or 
temporarily; containing or having access to customary living, 
sanitary, sleeping, garage, and storage facilities, and one area where 
those appliances and fixtures customarily associated with a kitchen 


are located.” 


Additions to existing sections: 


6. Add a subsection, 11.8.2(c): “Should the purpose for which a 


special exception has been granted not be materially exercised 
within two years, the special exception is voided. Said two year 
period is tolled during the pendency of any appeal of the decision 
of the Zoning Board granting such special exception.” 


7. Add a subsection, 11.8.3(a): “Should the purpose for which a 


variance has been granted not be materially exercised within two 
years, the variance is voided. Said two year period is tolled during 
the pendency of any appeal of the decision of the Zoning Board 
granting such variance.” 


8. Add to section, 5.2.4: “Roll-off and other mechanically handled 
refuse containers shall be prohibited unless: (1) it is used in 
conjunction with any construction for which a zoning permit is 
required and has been issued: or (2) it is not visible from the street 
or abutting properties. In any event the container shall be kept 
covered and secure.” 


Article 9. To transact such other business as may legally come before said 
meeting.
